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Claims 1-16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

These claims are vague and indefinite in coating "an integer equal to three to five...". An 
integer is a single value and thus cannot be a range. An integer can equal three, four or five, but 
not three to five. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in 
this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 



Claims 1, 2, 5-10, 12, 13, 15&16 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly 
anticipated by Kaida (652) (fig. 9), Kaida (698) (fig. 12), Ogawa or Kitaka (fig. 9). 

The references each teach the claimed piezo electric resonator structure where N = 3 and 
D1+D2/2D-1. 

Claims 3, 4, 1 1 and 14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by 
Kitaka (fig. 9N & 9M). 

Further cited of interest are Kaida (916) and Kaida (910). 
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
